time limit expires at 7 o’clock this 
evening— 2 p. m. New York time. 
I reviously the allies had received 
a note from Gustav Bailer, the new 
German chancellor, saying Germany 
would sign the treaty because she is 
forced to do so, but making certain 
reservations. 
To this note the allies 
replied that the time for discussion 
had passed and that Germany must 
accept the feigns 
without qualifica­ 
tion or reservation. 
Bauer’s note which was directed to 
I render ( lemenceau as chairman of 
the allied peaee commission, declined 
responsibility for what might hapj>en 
in Poland and “ what is bound to hap­ 
pen when the impossibility Qf carry­ 
ing out the conditions comes up.” It 
added, however, that Germany will 
sign “ as she is imposed by force.” 
I he note refused 
to 
admit that 
Germany was'the author of the war, 
declaring she would not accept the 
article compelling

and requested that the treaty be re­ 
examined within two years. 
Clemenceau replied:

REPORT IS MADE ON WAR 
DEPARTMENT EXPENDITURES 


Says $14,544,610,000 Was Expended 
From April 6, 1917, to 
June I, 1919.

Paris, June 23— Germany has noti­ 
fied the allies that she will sign the 
peace treaty. 
Official announcement of the re­ 
ceipt in Versailles of a note to that 
effect was made this afternoon. 
Whether it will be signed at once 
by Secretary Von Hamel or later b y 
a new delegation was not made known. 
I noffieial reports stated the na­ 
tional assembly had instructed Von 
amel to sign at once, and had given 
him tull power to do so. 
Joe German note accepting the 
peace treaty was presented formally 
to the allied at 5:25 o’clock this a f­ 
ternoon, less than two hours before 
expiration of the time limit. 
Col. Henry, French liaison officer, 
received a note from Secretary Von 
Haniel of the German peace delega­ 
tion at \ res affies. 
He brought it to 
Paris and turned it over to the sec­ 
retary ot the lienee conference. 
The Germans’ final surrender which 
characterized peace as one of “ vio­ 
lence,” came at the conclusion of an 
exchange of several notes in which 
they fruitlessly sought to obtain fur­ 
ther concession and a 
forty-eight 
hour extension of the time limit from 
i o’clock this evening. 
fhe french foreign office indicated 
the ceremony attending the actual 
signing 
might7 not be held 
before 
Wednesday.

Cool quarters, an arrangement so 
that siieep may feed without walking 
a great distance for it and an abun­ 
dant supply of fresh water are the 
three essential tilings necessary to 
successful sheep management in hot 
weather, according to Claude Harper, 
sheep specialise on the Purdue uni­ 
versity extension staff. 
Hie coolest places for sheep arc 
well ventilated barns ami large trees 
with no really low hanging branches, 
says Mr. Harper. 
It is a mistake to 
suppose 
that 
a 
heavy growth 
of 
hushes is a good place for the flock 
in hot weather. 
Ile state- that out* 
of Iii- most di.-asterous experiences 
came from putt inc -beep into a thick­ 
et growth when the weather was very 
hot. 
It im i hi - • ‘ ii such conditions on 
the flock that they sweltered and 
went down in condition every day. 
Usually the coolest places are found 
under expansive shade trees, but a 
well ventilated barn, located on high 
ground, is about as good a place for 
keeping the animals cool as the ideal 
shade tree.

Dry Mash Found Profitable 
As Part of Poultry Ration 


Dry mash a s a part of the poultry 
ration h a - .been found profitable and 
valuable on Indiana farms, according 
to re p o rt received by Purdue Univer­ 
sity. 
Results prove that those farms 
get the highest egg production, winch 
feed dry mash most consistently. 
At least half as much mash as 
grain should he fed. Where the hens 
have the run of the grain field before 
and after threshing some poultrymen 
cut off the allowance of grain entirely 
and feed nothing but the mash. 
The 
university’* formula for a dry mash 
is ;i- follows: 50 pounds of bran, 50 
pounds of sh o rts and 30 pound- of 
tankage. 
The same point- which 
make a 
ma-h valuable for a growing lien 
make it valuable for a growing (-hick. 
The feeding of such Iced is especially 
desirably in the ease of pullets that 
are intended for carle laving. 
The 
following dry mash is recommended 
bv the univcr-itx lur feeding to young 
birds; 20 pound- of bran; 20 pounds 
of shorts and 22’ ^ pounds of meat 
scraps, 
lf plenty of skim milk is a- 
vai bible ii- food for the chicks, meat 
-craps may be omitted entirely. 


J. Ct. Boyd of Bruceville, Knox 
County fed 24 pigs for a' profit of 
$707.00 or $16.55 per head in a re­ 
cent demonstration which he con­ 
ducted in co-operation with County 
Agent W. J. Piggott, Jr. and the 
Knox County Farm ers’ Association. 
He fed the anim als for 70 days 
on ii ration of middlings, corn and 
tankage and during that time, they 
made a total gain of 3,236 pounds 
or im average daily gain of 1.93 
pounds per pig. 
A total of 314.43 
pounds of feed were 
resuired for 
each IOO pounds of gain at a cost of 
$9.18. 
Mr. • Boyd is a farm er of Knox 
County and the above report shows 
pigs may be ready for market at six 
months and what profit it is possi­ 
ble to realize from pigs when they 
are fed correctly and systematically. 


HOGS FED PROFITABLY 
WITH CORN AT $1.65 


That hog- can be fed at a profit 
with corn at $1.65 a bu-hel and other 
feeds proportionately high has been 
convincingly demonstrated by Super 
in tender t Ii. A. Sordelet of the Allen 
county farm. On April 4, Mr. Sorde­ 
let purchased fifty-five hogs, 
ran 
them on self-feeders for fifty-five 
days and with shelled corn, groun< 
rye, oats chop arni tankage and soli 
them on June 2. 
His accounts show that his tota 
feed cost s were $1,717.05, while hi: 
receipts 
totaled 
$2,138.40 
leaving 
him a net profit of $421.35 on hi 
fifty-five hogs. 
Records kept bx Air 
Sordelet show that the animals made 
rapid gains and that production wa 
economical. 
His results prove that 
hog raising is profitable even with 
feeds at a high price. 


“A survey of IOO farn y in Indiana 
reveals the fact that in 1917 farm ­ 
ers xvith ordinary or scrub 
stock 
made a labor income of $339 while 
farmers with stock of quality and 
good breeding had 
an income 
of 
$1,201.”—G. ll. C i x i i d , Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture. 


Horn tfodder silage proved to be 
not nearly as good a feed for cattle 
as corn silage made in the regulai 
way, in a steer feeding demonstra­
